But why should an Anglo-American war 
be as much as thinkable? Commercial and 
colonial rivalry is no reason. Even the in- 
tense economic rivalry between the British 
and the German Empires was not the cause 
of the Great War: indeed, almost all the 
economic differences between the two Em- 
pires were as good as settied. or adjusted, 
when the Great War began. There is keen 
competition England and the 
United States on the Latin-American mar- 
there are differences in so-called “‘oil 
policy.” It haer in the last few years, been 
fashionable. to interpret all world politics 
in terms of oil and to prophesy an Anglo- 
American. “oil war’’—a more foolish and. 
let us hope. a more fleeting fashion could 
not well be imagined. 
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All these differences create no problem 
that could be solved by war. Nor do British 
and Américan colonial policies clash. The 
Imperialist idea is dead. British Imperial- 
ist expansion Nas ceased. What little Im- 
perialism there is in America has ample 
field in its own continent. American Im- 
perialism in the Old World and British Im- 
perialism in the New are alike unthinkable. 
There is one possibility fo an Anglo- 
American conflict. and that is in a war with 
other Powers. Great Britain's chief offen- 
sive weapon is the right of biockade. 

That right, asserted against the will of 
America, could conceivably cause a rupture 
between the two nations, though hardly a 
war. But a new interpretation of the “free- 
dom of the seas” adapted to Both British 
and American interests and ideals is possi- 
ble. and should be one of the supreme and 
British and American 
foreign policies. Once this aim has been 
achieved, then even a rupture, and 
war, between the two-flations will 
unthinkable.

But it is the remote possibility of 
a rupture that makes the present state of 
Angio-American relations immediately 
calamitous. “There is no part ef the 
world,’ said Viscount Leé of Fayeham, “in 
which our c0-operation should not be fa- 
vorable to peace and in the interest ef civil- 
ization.” This. co-operation, necessary to 
both countries. necessary te the werld, has 
been suspended. What is the reason? Mis- 
takes have been made on both sides. Ad- 
mirals have said too much, statesmen teo 
little. Clemenceau was right when he said 
that war is too serious an affair for Gen- 
erals. But this is true of peace far more 


not 


circumvent this parity. If, within the 
framework of a broad and general parity, 
the one obtains an arithmetical advantage 
over the other, it does not matter at aJl. 
The Arericans are not trying to outbuild 
the British, but if they show a preference 
for a certain type of vessel, and even if the 
British Admiralty thinks that when this 
preference has been granted the American 
fleet will be stronger than the British, ii 
does not matter, for the problem is, or 
should be, dominated by deeper and wider 
considemationg than usually enter the heads 
of the Admiralties. 

But there is a further source of Anglo- 
American estrangement It is what Vis- 
count Lee of Fareham calls‘the “ignis 
fatuus’’—the will-o'-the-wisp—of ententes 
and alliances. And in this case mis- 
chief has been done on this side of the At- 
lantic, and again largely because the sim- 
plicities of strategy are so much more con- 
venient and alluring than the complexities 
of statesmanship. Viscount Lee of Fare- 
ham is perfectly right when he says that 
Great Britain is European but not Conti- 
nental, a néighbor of Continental nations, 
but not one of their family. Nevertheless 
she has associated hers¢!f with one of the 
Continental Powers. She is entangled in 
the fine and barely visible but clinging and 
tenacious Web of an entente. The effects 
are already apparent. Not that the danger 
of an Anglo-American war has arisen. but 
Anglo-American co-operation has been 
suspended and the fires in the forges and 
armories that were creating the worlds 
peace have died down. 
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To establish peace ig more than to avoid 
war. It is an evolutionary, creative act that 
cannot be accomplished save under strong 
and united leadership. Great Britain with 
America is alone capable of giving this 
leadership. and by British and American 
co-operation the world’s peace lives or dies. 
There is a profound symbolical truth in a 
story teld by Viscount Lee of Farcham of 
the Spanish-American war, when the Ger- 
man Admiral asked the commander of the 
British squadron, “What will you do if the 
Americans open fire?’ and the reply was. 
“Only Admiral Dewey and I know that.” 
If today any Continental Power were to ask 
Great Britain. “What about naval disarma-
